They are all 
charged with i>eing in a conspiracy to 
assassinate President McKinley, and 
have teen taken singly and in pairs from 
incoming ocean liners within the last ten 
days. 
"United States Secret Service agents 


learned* that an 
anarchistic circle 
in 


Naples had cast lots to determine who 
should be the assassin. Eleven Italians 
and three Austrians were selected. 
Closely followed, they sailed from dif- 
ferent ports. Their object was to strike 
individual blows at the President at the 
same time. That would make success 
sure. 


"As fast as the men arrived Secret 


Service agents disguised as emigrants 
went among them and they were ar- 
rested. Maresca and Weida, caught yes- 
terday, were Uvo of the fourteen. 
The 


conspiracy was mado one night early in 
August. By working with the Italian 
poncexthe Secret Service agents got 
wind of a great meeting of the circle in 
Naples. The men selected fur t3ie work 
in this country were quickly notified 
what they were to do, separately, going 
singly or in pairs to different ports in 
Europe. Some went to France, others 
to Germany, while still others crossed 
the Channel to England. Step by step 
they were followed to the gang plank 01 
steamers.

•AN OLD OREENBACKER.' 


Towne gave Stevenson a satisfactory certificate of good 


character for the financial visionaries when lie said he 
"an old Grecubacker." While this fact makes him acceptable 
to the theorists it renders him entirely unacceptable to the 
sober judgment oi *he country. The Greenback delusion 
was exploded years ago, but Ihe financial 'heresy that was its 
mainspring survived in the silver fallacy. It is the old notion 
that cheap money can take the place of industry, enterprise 
and thrift. 
It is -founded mi tho belief that a man is richer if 


you give him two dollars worth fifty cents each than lie would 
be if you gave him one dollar worth one hundred cents. Lit- 
erally the result would be the same in case the relative values 
remained, but the -silver dollar under free coinage would be a 
fluctuating- quantity, its value perpetually changing to the 
derangement oi -trade. 
That was t'he condition with the 


greenback currency prior to the passage of the resumption 
act. There could be no resumption act to give stable value to 
silver coin, such as removed the greenback froin thc domain 
oi speculation and placed it at par with g'old. Silver coin is 
now .at pax with gold because it is exchangeable for gold at 
thc various 'sub-treasuries. 


The lessons -of experience are wasted on Stevenson. 
He 


saw the greenback fallacy disproved by t'he logic of events, 
but it had no effect ornjiis mind. He still harbored, the delu- 
sion, although it had ceased'to impress men's minds. When 
free silver became thc 'battle cry of the cheap -money advo- 
cates, he took it up as-naturally as a dog gathers fleas. His 
mental bent was toward the get something for nothing idea, 
and he welcomed each reappearance of the old cherished 
delusion, no matter in (what form, because -lie had already 
assimilated it. 


"An old Greenbacker." The pihrase is significant and 


descriptive, but it is a designation tlrat should insure his 
rejection by all sane elements in the country. Free coinage 
and Greenbackism are but different terms to describe the 
same thing. It is a .heresy as old as the history of finance. 
The idea is cheap and second-hand, like the statesmanship 
that advocates it. Twice within a quarter of a century has it 
been demonstrated by practical experience to be an illusion, 
yet we find this "old locofoco from Illinois, lagging super- 
fluous on thc political stage, chasing the will-o-wisp that 'he 
ran after when he was a toy. He has learned nothing and 
forgotten nothing.

A NEW STREET LAW. 


Now that it has been decided that at the next session -of the 


Legislature a new street improvement act to take the place of 
the Vrooman law will be introduced, those interested in such 
matters are endeavoring to have the issue threshed out as 
much as possible before the members meet so as to avoid a 
protracted fight at. Sacramento and the possibility of having 
the measure sidetracked or defeated altogether. This ante- 
session method of dealing with a proposed law of wide scope 
is a praiseworthy practice, and if it were applied to all matters 
of general concern the work of our 'legislators would not 
only be lightened 'but the results would t>e more thorough 
and less liable to subsequent litigation. 


The way the proposed new street law is being handled is 


as follows: A measure has been drafted and copies placed in 
the hands of each member of the committee appointed softie 
time ago by the California League of Municipalities to con- 
sider t'he subject, in addition to which it is being submitted 
to the leading lawyers of the State %vith the request that 
they examine it and point out any apparent defects or oppor- 
tunities for improvement 
As summarized by -the 
Los 


Angeles Times, the chief feature of the law is that everything- 
is adjudicated before the work is actually done on the street. 
No litigation is possible after the contract for the work has 
been let. The bond feature is -abolished and interest-bearing 
warrants substituted, these warrants 'being issued and passed 
upon by t'he courts before'hand. 
The cost-of the street is 


estimated by the engineer and the estimate taken as the basis 
of the improvement work. If the bid is lower the property 
owner gets a reduction on the face of his liability, b'tt there 
is no Chance to go -behind the award of the contract. 


As so much is at stake, we suggest t'hat the proposed enact- 


ment be given full consideration by alt -those possessing 
special knowledge on the subject and that those who believe 
they know whece beneficial changes could 'be made present 
their ideas to the League of Municipalities Which is virtually 
in charge of the movement.

OAKLAND, August 18, 1900. 


To the Zclitor of the Tribune—Sir: 


The Council of this city is about to take 
action in the mutter of the Auditor's 
estimate for the year 1900-1901. 
Great 


pressure will be brought upon them 
by many calls for 
funds which they 


•will be unable to satisfy, for the total of 
The Auditor's estimate exceeds by some 
$57,000 the revenue that can be raised 
by the tax of $i on the hundred. In 
view of these facts, each city department 
tvill be called upon to show the absolute 
recessity ot its demands, as allowed by 
the Auditor, in order to prevent further 
cutting by flic Council. 
It is in this 


condition of affairs that I venture to 
present to the Councillors of the city, 
;md through your courtesy to their con- 
stituents, 
some considerations 
ii> the 


matter of the appropriation for the Free 
Public Library. 


RUNNING READING-ROOMS. 
The amounts asked by the Trustees 


a nil substantially allowed by the Auditor 


. for the running of the seven reading- 


rooms are almost exactly the sums ex- 
pended upon them during the past year. 
They cannot be cut except by closing 
some of the rooms or running them on 
part lime, or lessening the list of per- 
iodicals and papers so that the service 
they render in the various 
neighbor- 


hoods would be seriously impaired. As 
I understand it. the people of Oakland 
demand 
that 
these branch reading- 


rooms shall be kept up to their present 
efficiency. 


NEEDS OF THE LIBRARY. 


As to the Library, there are two main 


causes of need for a'greater appropria- 
tion thi-s year than there was for last 
year. 
The first is the necessity of pro- 


viding equipment for the new Car- 
negie building, and the second is the 
need Af more money for books. 
The 


other expenditures, as asked for by the 
Trustees and as allowed 'by the Auditor, 
present, 'on the whole, but slight varia- 
tions from last year, chiefly in the line 
nf making the figures fit more exactly 
the actual expenditures of the past year. 
Since there has been no waste in ex- 
penditure, there 
can be no hope of 


greater economy in these matters. 


FURNISHING NEW LIBRARY. 
The new building is to be done, ac- 


cording to flic'terms of the contract, by 
March i8th. 
The contractor is under 


a penalty for each day he takes beyond 
vhat time. He says that he expects to 
finish it some time in February. 
The 


sub-contracts are all let, the details for 
the granite 'base and first courses of 
terra cotta are in hand, and by the end 
of August actual construction on the 
ground will be begun. It is therefore as 
certain as human affairs often arc that it 
will be necessary to provide for the -fur- 
nishing of the 'building oat of this year's 
funds to an extent sufficient to make the 
building available for occupancy. 
The 


funds for the 'heating and ventilating 
plant, the wall cases and other fittings 
that arc to be built into the structure 


that a ten-year-old book is valueless— 
for the books' of permanent interest are 
worn to tatters long .before that time. 
So 10 per cent, or 3,000 volumes, should 
be added to the number of books in 
our Library each year to make good this 
general staling. Of what: use will our 
geographies of Asia be next year when 
the Chinese v/ar is over? 
FOR EACH YEAR $4.500 NEEDED. 


But since the average cost of library 


books, with the discounts off is a little 
ever $i the facts I have mentioned make 
it clear that 'about $4,500 a year is needed 
to keep the Library up to its normal 
standard. 
In view of 
this, the $5,000 


asked for by the Trustees does not allow 
more than the modest sum of $500 for 
actual improvement. 


But the Auditor felt constrained to 


cut this reasonable request down, and he 
puts $3,500 as the proper sum for new 
books. Well, on that I think I can guar- 
antee that the circulation will not fall off 
:urf%r and that the need of more books 
ivill chiefly be felt by the scholarly few 
rather than by the many. 
But if that 


sum be further cut, it will mean that 
the city will have to 'be content to take 
a lo\Ver grade in Library matters than 
she has hitherto done, which, in view of 
the attention attracted to our Library by 
Mr.. Carnegie's gift, I do not believe the 
people of Oakland will allow to happen. 


If each one that sees 
the force of 


these arguments and has felt the force 
of the argument of the vacant shelves 
in the Oakland Library itself will speak

General John Heuston,

neer of California, and for years

COST OF THE LIBRARY. 


Now, it takes $[,500 a year to keep the 


Library up to its numerical strength of 
about 30,000 volumes. That amount is 
necessary to replace books worn out, 
lost, strayed and stolen—to make tip the 
regular wear and tear. 
But it is not 


enough to keep a library tip to the same 
number of volumes. 
It must be borne 


in mind that a library 'book grows old 
and valueless, even though its pages and 
cover show but slight signs of use. Year 
by year it grows stale and useless and a 
new book "must take its place to keep 
the library up to the same grade of time- 
liness and value it had at the start. Take 
an example: Nobody wants to read a 
book on chemistry that is ten years 
old—hardly one that is five years old. 
The world moves so fast that-all sci- 
ences 
are made over new every ten 


years at most. But that means that our 
Library is losing ground unless 10 per 
cent at least is added each year to its 
books on chemistry. In all solid sub- 
jects it is the same in large measure. 


And in fiction it is even more true

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.—The death of C. P. Hun- 


tington is perhaps as big a political happening as could be 
recorded. 
His intimate personal knowledge of the affairs 


and the individualities of the State brought about on his part 
a lively interest in the outcome of the various political hap- 
penings here, and to his influence can be directly traced the 
promotion of men now high in the councils of both State and 
Nation. 
f 


What is worrying the faithful now is whether or not his 


removal from the scene will have any effect upon the present 
political methods of the company. The succession of H. E. 
Huntington to the presidency would, of course, settle the 
question without further ado, for the nephew is well satisfied 
to follow in the footsteps of his uncle, but if some Eastern 
man sho-ald get at the helm then it is feared that a shake-up • 
of a revolutionary nature might occur. 
However, there 


should be little apprehension on that score. It is not likely 
that with the well organized and far reaching political sys- 
tem that 'has been established and which is one of the most 
powerful protective influences wielded by the railroad any 
newcomer would do aught to disturb it, and in this connec- 
tion it might be said that an Eastern man of aM others would 
be less likely to interfere, owing to his lack of personal 
acquaintance with the local political conditions. 


The law department which has of late years developed into 


the political bureau of the railroad can therefore safely figure 
upon pursuing the even tenor of its way undisturbed. Chief 
Counsel Herrin can, in fact, be considered the strongest 
man in the railroad service from the standpoint of personal 
security, for the implicit confidence reposed in his methods 
by Huntington will satisfy his successor that that particular 
field of operations is already dominated by the best material 
available. 


In some of the other departments, though, the chiefs of 


bureaus are not so sanguine as to the outcome, for naturally 
enough at a time like'this all sorts of rumors are in circula- 
tion, and gossip that this or that man will go can be heard 
upon every side. As, however, no one is in a position to 
know more than his neighbor, it is useless to pay much atten- 
tion to the reports, except to chronicle the fact that there is 
a good deal of anxiety just now in certain quarters. 


Speculation as to the Future handling of the road 'has been 


properly simmered down to a conclusion that the Speyers 
syndicate will have more to say about affairs than anyone 
'else. It does not seem reasonable that when that combina- 
tion joined its millions with those of Huntington to purchase 
the railroad securities it did not make a thoroughly protective 
provision for itself in the event of his death. This being so, 
it is by no means unlikely that it will now blossom forth as 
th« sole controlling influence, in which event its selection of 
a president may only mean a mere nominal honor. 
Where 


the real issue lies is as to who will be chosen to take the 
actual executive charge of the railroad affairs, and though 
some think H. E. Huntington wiU be the mam, others are as 
equally confident that he will not. It is being whispered 
quietly around that if Tweed is accorded the presidency and 
thereby merely assumes the duties of a presiding officer, there 
is a strong likelihood that J. C. Stubbs will be placed in 
charge of (networking affairs of the railroad with the title of 
first vice-president and general manager and a salary oi 
$50,000 a year. 


KRUTSCHNITT'S CHANCES. 


There vs another claimant upon the scene, however, in the 
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person of Julius Krutschnitt, whose present prominence /as- 
general manager indicates the high esteem in which Hunting-; :: 
ton held him as a railroad man. Those who arc in a position * 
to" figure upon the situation say, however, that Stubbs' 
., 


chances are tetter than those of Krutsclmitt, for whereas the 
latter is an admirable man to control the operating depart- 
ments, Stubbs has a finer insight into railroad affairs "from 
the standpoint of financiering—a quality that is oE the highest 
" 


order in handling a concern'of the magnitude of the 
Southern Pacific system.

The alarm of the 
Republican National Committee that the party, thinking it, 
has an easy victory in sight, will not do enough work, need 
not extend to this State, for Chairman Stone proposes to 
make the campaign as vigorous as he knows 'how. The op- 
portunity that exists of returning a solid Republican delega- 
tion to Congress is going to be made one of the prime factors 
of the fight, and in the Second, Fourth and Seventh districts, 
where the Democrats are in greatest force, herculean efforts 
are to be made. 


Judging by the reports that are coming from the Second 


District, Caminetti is going to give Sproule a hard rub for 
the Democratic nomination, in fact, the Amador statesman 
and his friends think that they already have the situation tied 
up.

Strong Speech to the 


Army Bound for 


China. 


The Moral Tone of Europe 


Is Said to Be 
Deteriorating. 
- 


An editorial that is attracting1 much at- 


tention appears in the "Nation" and is 
called "The White Peril." ' 


Whatever the exact lurm of words used 


by Emperor William in his latest haran- 
gue to the troops, both the official ami un- 
official reports repeal him as threatening- 
the Chinese with bloody veng-eance. 
He 


may not have bidden his men 
give no 


quarter, but he certainly did urg-e them 
to make the German name a. seo-urge and 
terror in China. Jt' not In violation ol' the 
laws of civilized warfare, at any rate un- 
der their cloak, the Gei-mau army was 
to inflict such cruel reprisals that 
the 


memory of them should not j>erlsh for a. 
thousand years, la other words, the Em- 
peror proposes to meet barbarism with 
barbarism, to beat the Chinese at their 
own game. 


We might pa-use to ask ii; ttiis is not 


one more proof of the effects of militar- 
in coarsening the German character dur- 
ing the past; century- 
The Kaiser's tru- 


culent :spe(jch marks for us the contrast 
between the German of Goethe and Schil- 
ler and Herder and .Kant, nncl that of 
Hartmann and 
Is'k-tzst'he and 
Nordtiu. 


W'lilliam's barbarous utterances*are naked 
and uashamed; the great Frederick could 
bu brutal, but liis was at least a barbar- 
ism de bon gout, like that of the Bour- 
geois Geutilhomme. But wo do not press 
the point. 
If Germany has deteriorated 


in moral tone, she has done 
MO only in 


company with all JSurope. 
There seems 


to be no doubt that T.ord Salisbury and 
M. Delcasse have made threats almost as 
dire as William's. 
They have informed 


the Chinese Ministers 
to -England 
and 


France that those civilized 
and 
Chris- 


tian nations will demand Hfe for life, ap- 
ply the lex tationis as vindictively a.s any 
savage, and for vevery envoy killed i,n 
savage, and for every envoy killed 'in 
Peking hang two viceroys and all the 
Tsung-li-Yamon. 


Tliis is the great danger of the situa- 


tion—that tlio allied Powers will Jx> lempt- 
ed to a vendetta in China. We have hetird 
much of the Yellow Peril. 
Mure is tne 


White Peril. Civilization undoubtedly has 
a stern and terrible task before it fn Chi- 
na. But let it not mistake the 
Lemper 


In wliicn it must be executed. 
AV& ciinnol 


compete with the Chinese Jn crueJiie.s. 
Just see what Is implied in the German 
Emperor's threat to outdo the Chinese in 
exacting vengeful reparation. 
It Is tha.t 


the "resources of civilization" are to be 
employed for barbarous ends. 
The Chi- 


nese are adepts in refinement of cruelty. 
Killing they will not mind. 
A thousand 
heads might fall 'for every Christian mas- 
.acred, and China would think .nothing uf 
it. 
So if the Kaiser's wild words mean 


anything, they mean that our superior 
knowledge must be drawn on to rack the 
nerves in exquisite tortures more fiendish 
than anything the Chinese over dreamed 
:if. This is what we come to if we merely 
set about terrifying China. \Ve put; our- 
selves on the level and 
'fight 
with 
the 
weapons of the barbarians ag'cUnst whose 
enormities we cry to Heaven! 
The peril is, in short, lest civilization re- 
louiice itself, lest Christianity deny itself. 
The Kinpress-Dowagrr has trampled upon 
the precepts of Confucius; why shorn! we 
be bound by the commands and sanctions 
of o-Lir religion? That is the question which 
It is so easy lor the brute in us to put. 
Civilization, we must remember, is for- 
ever a running fight wit li ihe ape and 
tiger tljat lurk in the man. The civilized 
man is, in essence, in native passions, the 
same as tire savage man; only he: has 
learned to restrain himself, to yield to the 
motives that make for social peace and 
civic stability. 
"But the savage instincts 


are there, .livery sage 
rul^r knows it, 


ends the mob, fears the breaking loose 


of the chained dog. 
To appeal publicly 


to the motives of the red Indian is the 
hugest blunder af will eh. modern state- 
craft 
could 
be .. guilty. 
The 
German 


.limperoi1 has come very .nonr ma-king* it. 
At the moment when the civilized powers 
should be thinking only; of justice, of the 
sole cause (that of right and truth) in 
which it is ever lawful to "broach the 
blood o' the world," he clamors for ven- 
geanco as would an Apache chief. 


This recrudeseuce of barbarism is sus- 


piciously connected with the great colo- 
nizing movement of tlie end of ihe cen- 
tury. 
In its 'early years we harried the 
coasts a.nd penetrated Into the interior of 
A. f r i c a i n s o a r c h of s 1 a,v e s. 
It w a s t h e 


perso.ns of the; natives we desired: now 
we boast ourselves that all wo want i.s 
their lands and goods. 
Jn the last anal- 


ysis, the difference i.s not .so great. Greed 
was at the bottom ol' the slave trade; and 
it is unquestionably 
at 
the 
hot torn o-f 
much of our colonization in the name of 
humanity. 
A recent 
letter 
from 
the 
French Congo declared that Europeans, 
in tlveir haste to become rich through ex- 
ploiting the native's, are causing discon- 
tent everywhere, which promises to lead 
speedily to a sanguinary outbreak. That 
Is, in little, the way in which the new- 
fangled mode 
of: spreading 
civilization 


means stirring up 
strife 
and shedding 


blood. 
Dr. Johnston said that mo-n were 


seldom so innocently employed a& when 
engaged in making moiTcy. But this c;i.n 
be true of nations only when rlioir money- 
making trade is not blood-staint-d. Com- 
merce with uncivilized nations, relentless- 
ly pursued without regard to the rights 
or wishes of other peoples,'is -only a .new 


form of slave-trade. As we see, it rouses! 
savage passions, which are dormant, not i 
dead. China is in grrea't danger, no doubt; 
but the civilization confronting it is in 
peril almost as acute, viz., lest, in shat- 
tering the power and breaking the pride 
o-f the Chinese Empire, we allow the bar- 
barians really to triumph over us by mak- 
ing us as barbarous as themselves. 
".Europe," said Napoleon, "is a 
mole 


hill. There have never been great empires 
or great revolutions, save in the east, 
w he-re there are six hundred millions of 
men." 
Two thousand years before, and in 
the same vein, spoke Alexander the Great, 
after he had broken away from Greece 
and become involved in his gigantic or- 
iental campaigns: 
"Wrhcn I receive dis- 
patches from my own little home king- 
dom of Macedonia, gravely narrating the 
event of a fight for the possession of a 
village or the ford of a river, it seems 
to me as though I were reading a bit ot 
Homer's mock-heroic travesty of the bat- 
tles of the 'Frogs aaid Mice.' "

Thirty years ugu, the bare sug- 
gestion of such an idea would have been 
received with as contemptuous 
derision 


as the prophecy that one clay the horses 
and mulea would rise up saddle and rido 
their masters.

the Asiatics are not horses and mules, 
but men—ten or twenty to one to the 
population of .Europe—just as hardy, just 
as brave, far more fanatical, and handi- 
capped at present only by circumstances 
that are rapidly passing away.
